thorities in our case. At tha Castle we w re lnfor-
med that we were exchanged, and that we »houkJ
depart the next day for Tampico.the officers only,
without the men.and were directed to go to tht
palace, receive our instructions, expense money, dtc.
preparatory to our departure. At tbe palace we were

told to call thq next day, and on the next day we

were informed that thry were without meana to send
us end that we could not go. This disappointment
waa tbe more galling because the reason assigned
was known to be a mere subterfuge, and it turned
out that four days afterwards our men, one hundred
and seventy in number, were sent off to the same

place without our knowledge, Which requited a mucb
forger sum than it would have required to send the
officers.

Since that time (the 4th) 1 have heard nothing
from this infernal Government, if Government it
may b? called, but to-day 1 have received an assur-
ranee from General Scott that immediately upon his
arrival in the vicinity of the city, which will surely
be within twelve days, he will make a peremptory
demand for us. It will be complied with, as 1 think.
You may therefore look (or me early in August.

Gen. Scott we are assured has made every effort
to piocure our enlargement, but to no purpose. His
approach to this city will certainly take place in a

Very few days. His measures preparatory to moving
are all taken, and preparations nearly complete. He
comes with a force sufficient to accomplish his object
effectually.

I have now the most positive information of Gen.
Scott'¦ readiness'to move on this capi'al within the
next three or four days. He will have an easy con¬

quest.
My intercourse with Gen. Worth is frequent. By

tus generous conduct towards me, he has endeared
himtelf to me for life.

At present it may he foundsparingly upon the undur surface of the" leaf; andthough, within the last Tew days it has multipliedtwenty-foi l, several plants must be examined t efore
it can be detected. Th«. hot weather is highly favo¬rable to tbe rapid multiplication of thi* peat, which,coupled with its early attack, must lead ua to havethe worst apprehension for the crop of this season.
